ALED IN AR CRASH 


Noted Columnist Loses Life 
While Covering U. S. In- 
vasion of Marshalls.

Raymond Clapper, the Washing- 
ton columnist and political com- 
mentator, has lost his life in a 
plane accident while covering the 
invasion of the Marshalls in the 
Central Pacific, :

There were 
no survivors.” 

The exact time and place of the 
accident were not given.

He was 51 years old. Born in 
Linn County, Kansas, he attended 
the University of Kansas before 
going into newspaper work. His 
wife and two children live here. 

He began his career as a re- 
porter on the Kansas City Star in 
1916, later joined the United ~ 
in Chicago, and was associated 
with that organization on assign- 
ments in Milwaukee, St. Paul, New 
York and Washington, becoming 
chief political writer for United 
Press and manager of its Wash- 
ington bureau, : 

Clapper subsequently became a 
special writer for the Washington 
Post and went to the Scripps- 
Howard newspapers in January, 
1936, as columnist and political 
commentator. 

He was a former honorary pres- 
ident of Sigma Delta Chi, the 
national journalistic fraternity, 
and onetime head of the capital's 
Gridiron Club, He was the author 
of -the book, “Racketeering in 
Washington.” 

Announcing Clapper’s death to 
the House, Representative Bender 
(Rep.), Ohio, described him as 
“one of the outstanding news- 
paper men of America.”

CHICAGO, Feb. 3 (AP).— Per- 
sons who donate blood, from 


so much more frequently if they 
get back their red cells, physicians 
reported today. 

The discovery may make it pos- 
sible to increase the frequency of 
blood donations to the point where 
the entire plasma requirements of 
the armed forces can be obtained 
from a vastly smaller number of 
persons than at present., 

The new technique, described in 
the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association, has proved so 
successful in tests on six volun- 
teer donors that the investigators 
recommended the practice of re- 
infusion of red cells into the 
donors where there is malnutri- 
tion in the donating population or 
where a large proportion of the 
donors are women, who develop 
anemia easily. =

NEW YORK, Feb. 3 (AP). — 
Wendell L. Willkie says the na- 
tion needs “a tough tax program” 
of at least 16 billion dollars to 
help pay for the war or it risks 
losing “in debt the victory we have 
gained in blood.” 

He urged increased taxes “be- 
yond any limit that we have hith- 
erto imagined possible” in an ad- 
dress last night at the first of a 
series of New York Times forums 
. on home Front problems. 


But when the war ends, Willkie 
said, the taxation program must 
be revised with taxes “minimized 
rather than maximized.” 

“For, properly managed, and 
with encouragement to expand, 
our peace time economy will yield 
more tax income from relatively 
low rates, both individual and cor- 
porate, than from relatively high 
ones,” he said. 

Willkie observed in a question 
period which followed his address 
that when the people thought their 
representatives didn’t heed them 
“they'll -get new ones, and that’s 
what I’m trying to do, too.” 

Predicts Debt of 300 Billion. 

Willkie said that inadequate 
wartime revenue meant “we will 

nsfer such a load of debt to 
the future as to jeopardize the 
very things for which we fight.” 
He predicted a public debt of more 
than 300 billion dollars when peace 
comes. 

He termed unrealistic and mis- 
leading the Treasury proposal for 
more than 10 billions in taxes, 
saying it included a _ refund of 
more than two billions after the 
war and thus provided a net in- 
crease of eight billions which “is 
far too low.”

Vandenberg Asks Willkie to Tell 
How He Would Do It. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP).— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, challenged Wendell Willkie 
today to give Congress a specific 
program for raising the billions in 
‘additional taxes which he says the 

country should be paying. 

Without mentioning the 1940 
Republican presidential nominee 
by mame, Vandenberg asserted 
that “our tax consultants up and 
down the country who give advice 
ought to be specific and tell us 
where to get the additional rev- 
enue.’

The judge, in giving jail sen- 
tences to the seven former bomb- 
er plant employes convicted of 
conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
ernment by falsification of time 

added: 

“A fine machinist, whose word 
I would not question, told me that 
his foreman came to him at his 
machine and told him to slow) 
down; that he didn’t need to hur- 
ry. The Government was paying 
for i all. - 

“Tf such a situation had not 
existed, MacArthur, who has 
pleaded for airplanes, might have 
had planes long before this with 
which to bomb Tokyo.” 

The judge, who jsat in on some 
hearings of the Senate’s Truman 
subcommittee at the Dallas plant, 
said that “if one-tenth of what 

we hear is to be believed there is 
no more patriotism within the 


walls of that plant (North Amer- 
ican) than among those who 
would make a Roman holiday.” 
Currie McCutcheon, court-ap- 
pointed defense attorney, con- 
demned the cost-plus contract 
under which he said the plant for- 
merly operated, 

“The result,” McCutcheon said, 
“is just what we have here—a 
thing that’s going to be before 
many courts over the land.” 

H. F. Schwedes, factory man- 
ager of the Texas division of 
North American Aviation, Inc., is- 
sued a written statement that the 
guilty employes were “an infini- 
testimal part of the working 
force” and that “the seven pleas 
of guilty entered by former em- 
ployes .. . resulted from an inves- 
tigation initiated by North Amer- 
ican Aviation.” 

With reference to cost-plus- 
fixed-fee, the statement said that 
“North American has never re- 
ceived a percentage fee on costs 
of its operations at Dallas.”

NLRB Voided Election — 
Judge Restrains Board 
From Holding Sub- 
stitute Balloting. 


A speech made by the president 
of St. Louis Shipbuilding & Steel 
€oe. to 1700 employes on the eve of 
a bargaining agent election is the 
issue in an unusual suit filed yes- 
terday in Circuit Court in Clayton, 

In the first such case brought 
into a state court in Missouri, 
Judge Raymond E. LaDriere is- 


sued an order, returnable next 
Thursday, temporarily restraining 
the National Labor Relations 
Board from holding a substitute 
election which had been scheduled 
for tomorrow. 

The speech in question, made by 
President Herman T. Pott, in- 
cluded threats and influenced the 
workers to. vote against union 

_ representation, Ross M. Madden, 
regional NLRB director, asserted 
in explaining why he had voided 
the election held last Nov. 17. 

Charles Spoehrer, company at- 
torney, denied threats were made 
in the speech or that it was in 
any way improper. He said he 
wrote the talk himself, carefully 
patterning it on speeches made 
under similar circumstances fin 
cases involving American Tube & 
Bending. Co. and Virginia Electric 
Power Co. In these two cases, he 
declared, the United States Su- 
preme Court had upheld the com- 
panies, finding nothing improper 
in the speeches. 

Using language lifted almost 
verbatim from the court-approved 
speeches, Pott outlined rights of 
the company and its employes, 
spoke of advantages he said work- 
men enjoyed under the company’s 
leadership, and discussed what em- 
ployes could expect from union 
representation, Spoehrer said. 

adden’s action in voiding the 
November election was “arbitrary, 
capricious and high-handed,” the 
company charged in its injunction 
suit. 

The original election, the suit 
set out, was held under a consent 
agreement providing for balloting 
on the company’s grounds, with all 
employes free to vote. Production 
and maintenance men voted on the 
question of representation by the 
American Federation of Labor, 
while welders voted on representa- 


tion by an AFL union or the inde-- 


pendent United Brotherhood of 
Weldors, Cutters and Helpers 
None of the unions obtained a ma- 
jority. 

The substitute election ordered 
by Madden, the suit set out, called 
for balloting only by welders, cut- 
ters and their helpers, and was to 
be held off company property. The

FURLOUGH PROGRAM 


FOR PAGIFIC VETERANS 


Troops 2 Years or More in 
* Area to Be Given Chance 
to Come Home. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP).— 
American veterans of long service 
in World War II may soon be 
coming home on furlough under 
a “troop rotation” plan to be in- 
augurated by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Lieut. Gen, Millard F. Harmon, 
Commanding General of Army 
forces in the South Pacific, dis- 
closed yesterday that such a pro- 
gram will begin with men who 
have been in the area two years 
or longer. But he warned that it 
would be tempered by combat re- 
quirements and transportation fa- 
cilities, and that it could not be 
construed as promising a furlough 
for all men of two years service in 
the South Pacific. 

“A program of rotation has been 
initiated ...” he said, “on a 
seale considered commensurate 
with the means available, As those 


means increase, the program will 


be expanded.” 

Harmon also disclosed that 
about 60 per cent.of the pilots and 
crews shot down over enemy ter- 
ritory in the South Pacific have 
been rescued, some with the help

Hearing Temporarily Ended. 

Attention has been called to the 
device in the deposition hearing, 
temporarily concluded yesterday, 
in Frank J. Boehm’s $3,500,000 
damage suit against Union Elec- 
tric of Missouri, North American 
Co. and others. 

John A. Woodbridge, vice-pres- 
ident and general counsel of Un- 
ion Electric of Missouri, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that there 
had been various court decisions 
holding that stock was not tax- 
able as personal property, 

Assessor Arthur C. Hoehn told 
the reporter no attempt had been 
made to assess the stock because 
he knew from long personal ex- 
perience that stocks ordinarily 
were not taxable in Missouri. As- 
sociate’City Counselor H, A. Ham- 
ilton said that the. principle was 
established in the case of Valle vs. 
Ziegler, decided by the Supreme 
Court ‘of Missouri in 1884, 

That case involved an effort to 
tax 200 shares of the Iron Moun- 
tain Co, held by an individual. 
The Court held that such action 
would be double taxation, inas- 
much as the real property of the 
corporation, representing the cap- 
ital stock, was already subject to 
taxation. “An intent to tax both 
the capital stock and the prop- 
erty of a corporation must be 
clearly declared or it will not be 
imputed to the Legislature,” the 
Court said. The decision referred 
to a railroad case decided several 
years previously, in which the ef- 
fect of the finding was the same 
and in which the question was 
discussed at length. 

Utility Contesting Tax Bill.

Proposal for Constitution 
Would Affect St. Louis and 
County Officials. 


By HERBERT A. TRASK

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.—A 
proposal abolishing the fee system 
for all public officials in St. Louis, 
St. Louis County and Jackson 
County (Kansas City), and limit- 


ing their compensation to fixed 
salaries, was approved yesterday 
by the Constitutional Convention 
Committee handling matters deal- 
ing with these local governments. 

The proposal, adopted on recom- 
mendation of a subcommittee, 
would require the officials to pay 
into the city or county treasury 
each month all fees and commis- 
sions collected by them, 

The Legislature would be auth- 
orized to fix by law the salary for 
each official, and none would be 
permitted to retain any fees to 
supplement the salary. 

The principal St. Louis officials 
who would be affected by the pro- 
posal, if adopted in the new Con- 
stitution, are Assessor Arthur C. 
Hoehn, Collector Richard E. Gru- 
ner, License Collector Frank A. 
Britton, Comptroller Louis- Nolte, 
Circuit Clerk H. Sam Priest and 
Probate Judge Glendy B. Arnold. 

Delegate Edward J. Hogan Jr. 
of St. Louis, sponsor of the origi- 
nal proposal to eliminate the, fee 
system, said Assessor Hoehn re- 
ceived $42,381 in fees last year, in 
addition to a $5000 salary, and 
that Collector Gruner received 
fees of $28,300, besides his $10,- 
000 salary. Most of the officials 
affected are Republicans, while 
Hogan is a Democrat. 

All St. Louls County officials, 
with the exception of the Probate 
Judge and Public Administrator, 
are now paid on a salary rather 
than fee basis, under an act of the 
1941 Legislature. Delegates George 
F. Heege and E. McDonald Ste- 
vens of St. Louis County sought 
unsuccessfully to exempt the 
county from provisions of the pro- 
posal, contending the fee system 
for the Probate Judge and Public 
Administrator should be retained 
in the interest of economy. 

Delegate William L. Bradshaw, 
chairman of a committee dealing 
with matters pertaining to local 
governments in the rest of the 
State, said his committee agreed 
in principle to the elimination of 
the fee system elsewhere, but fa- 
vored leaving the question up to 
the Legislature instead of writing 
it into the Constitution, 

The Committee on the Execu- 
tive Department yesterday voted 
tentative approval of a plan giv- 
ing the Governor a free hand in 
passing on public school appro- 
priations. They voted to elimi- 
nate a provision of the present 
Constitution prohibitfwg the Gov- 
ernor from reducing or vetoing 
legislative provisions for schools.

Record—Says Moscow, Preparing for Sep- 


arate Peace With Germany, First Accuses * 


Other Side of Bad Faith.

the Vatican by Dmitri Petrov, writing in the official Soviet newspaper 
Izvestia. (Petrov wrote that “The Vatican has assumed the position 
of direct accomplice of Fascism.” He called Pope Pius XII pro- 
Fascist and added, “No wonder hate of Hitler and Mussolini now 
also includes the Vatican.”) 


“No- country in the world has’ 
contributed as much to Fascism 
as Russia. For it was only through 
the Soviets giving the Nazis the 
green light in the’ Pact of 1939 
that the Nazis were able to extend 
their form of Fascism all over 
Europe,” Msgr. Sheen stated. 

“Furthermore, Stalin has  al- 
ready declared himself in favor of 
Fascism. In a telegram to Hitler 
he said, ‘Our friendship is sealed 
with blood.’ Molotov told Von Rib- 
bentrop that Fascism is only a 
matter ‘of taste.’ 

“Russia’s condemnation of the‘ 
Vatican on the grounds of being 
Fascist is quite excusable and 
pardonable. Russia is the only na- 
tion in the world outside of Ger- 
many that does not permit free- 
dom of the press and freedom of 
religion. It, therefore, never per- 
mitted to be circulated within its 
borders any of the Vatican’s state- 
ments condemning Fascism and 
Naziism. Having never heard of 
them through its rigorous censor- 
ship, it can therefore be excused 
of Béing ignorant of them. 


‘Father Forgive Them.’ 


“Every other nation on the face 
of the earth knows that the Vat- 
ican condemned Fascism in an en- 
cyclical written in Italian, Naziism 
in an encyclical written in Ger- 
man and Communism in an en- 
cyclical written in Latin. To the 
land, therefore, that allows no in- 
filtration of religion we should ap- 
ply the word of the Savior on the 
Cross, ‘Father forgive them they 
know not what they do.’ Their 
condemnation is born of ig- 
norance, 

“The argument of the Soviets is 
rather puerile. They accuse the 
Vatican of Fascism because it 
‘maintained silence when Italy at- 


Nazi and anti-Fascist. The Vat- 
ican within the last six months 
has been called Communist by 
the Nazis, Fascist by the Commu- 
nists, and anti-Fascist by the Fas- 
cists. They all mean the same 
thing, namely the Vatican is op- 
posed to anti-religious ideology. 
When the Vatican condemned the 
attempt of Germany to Nazify 
Europe, the Soviets were silent 
because religion played into their 
hands at that time. But now when 
Russia is about to barbarize Eu- 
rope it condemns the Vatican for 
the Vatican is the only moral 
force left standing between Eu- 
rope and barbarism. 


Part of Skillful Pattern. 


“The Soviet condemnation of the 
Vatican is merely an item in a 
pattern which Russia is skillfully 
working out. It is of one piece 
with the recent Soviet condemna- 
tion of the British for their alleged 
attempt to make a separate peace 
with Germany. It thus prepared 
its own infidelity by accusing a 
spouse of infidelity. Having ac- 
cused the political order of con- 
nivance with the enemy it now ac- 
cuses religion. Thus does Russia 
prepare both politically and re- 
ligiously for alienating itself from 
the Allies and making a separate 
peace with Germany. 


“The charge against the Vatican 
is no great surprise. Everyone 
who knows Russia knew it was 
coming. What was unexpected, 
however, was its timing. The fact 
that it should come now rather 
than a month later proves how 
confident Russia really is in its 
ability to control Europe. As Rus- 
sia already served notice that 
America and Great Britain may

“The Soviets further charged 
the Vatican with complicity with 
Fascism in Spain. The facts are: 
(1) The Vatican's attitude toward 
Spain was dictated not by polit- 
ical but by religious considera- 
tions. If the Communist-Repub- 
lican group had sponsored relig- 
ion or were indifferent to it in- 
stead of destroying 20,000 relig- 
ious buildings while the National- 
ists persecuted it, the Vatican 
would have remained neutral; (2) 
Had the Republicans maintained 
neutrality toward religion as did 
the Popular Front in France, the 
Vatican would have remained neu- 
tral; (3) If tomorrow the Fa- 
langists persecuted religion and 
burned churches, and a new party 
defended religion the Vatican 
would condemn the Falangists, 
and, let it be repeated, solely on 
religious grounds and not on po- 
litical grounds; (4) The Holy A 
ther refused to join Italy and Ge 
many in recognizing the _ insur- 
gent leaders as the legitimate 
group of Spain. 

“It does little good, however, to 
discuss Fascism. The term once 
had a very definite connotation, 
namely the absorption of the in- 
dividual into the state, as Com- 
munism is the absorption of the 
individual into the class, and Nazi- 
ism is the absorption of the in- 
dividual into the race. There is, 
therefore, no essential difference 
in ideology between the three. In 
the hands of the Communists, 
however, the term Fascism is now 
one of abuse to cover all who 
are anti-Communist.

Stalin Hates Only Hitler. 


“Within the last two years there 
can be found no record of Russia's 
condemning Naziism. Not even in 
the Moscow or Teheran declara- 
tions. Stalin does not hate Nazi- 
ism or the German Army. He 
hates only Hitler. Harry Hopkins 
quoted him to that effect in No- 
vember, 1941. 

“In November, 1942, he said, 
‘the destruction of all German mil- 
itary force is inadvisable from the 
point of view of the victor.’ In 
July, 1943, he permitted the Free 
German Committee to broadcast 
asking Germany to ‘recall the Ger- 
man troops to the Reich’s fron- 
tiers and embark upon peace ne- 
gotiations.’ 

“Every day Russia is feeding 
Germany with broadcasts saying 
‘save your armies. it is the foun- 
dation and security of your sur- 
vival.’ 

“It is, therefore, not at all. un- 
likely that once Hitler is over- 
thrown from within that Stalin 
will make separate peace with the 
German* military staff. Perhaps 
that is why the words ‘uncondi- 
tional surrender’ were left out of 
the Teheran declaration. The 
danger facing Europe is not Bol- 
shevism as Hitler says. It’is Com- 
mun-Naziism, the union of Pilate 
and Herod for condemning Christ 
to death. 


Good May Come From Evil. 


“On the whole, these false con- 
demnations by Russia of Great 
Britain and the Vatican may pro- 
duce much good. They may 
arouse the American people to a 
realization that Stalin is not a 
cross between George Washington 
and Sir Galahad. Furthermore, 
they may convince us that no na- 
tion which denies freedom of

Interpreting the War News 


KWAJALEIN KEY 


TO MARSHALLS 


By MAJ. GEORGE

N attacking Kwajalein atoll, 
Adm, Chester W. Nimitz has 
struck boldly at the very center 
and main support of the whole 
Japanese defensive structure in 
the Marshall archipelago. He has 
thought proper to by-pass Jaluit 
and Mili atolls, which lie closest 
to our bases in the Gilberts, in 
order to drive home his blow at 
the Japanese center. Should Kwa- 
jalein fall, the position of the Jap- 
anese on Jaluit and Mili, trapped’ 
between Kwajalein and the Gil- 
berts, would be as hopeless as the 
position of the Japanese garrison 
on Kiska after the fall of Attu, or 
that of the Japanese garrison on 
Vella Layella after our landing on 
Bougainville. The Japanese gar- 
risons on Wotje and Maloelap 
atolls, to the eastward of Kwaja- 
lein, would scarcely be better off; 
their communications with their 
home bases would be cut, and a 
subsequent American occupation 
of Jaluit and: Mili would spell 
their finish, Thus, the fall of 
Kwajalein would deliver most of 
the Marshall Islands 
hands. 


The preliminary operations now 
begin to fall into a pattern.

U. S. HAS SUPERABUNDANCE 
OF TRAINED FLYERS,ARMY SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP).— 
Army Air Force casualties have 
been so far below expectations 


that the United States now has a 
“superabundance” of trained fly- 
ers, Senator McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, said yesterday.

A Disappointed Soldier 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A few weeks ago it wes my misfor- 
tune to be granted a three-day pass with 
which to visit my parents in St. Louis. 

During that time, there were plenty 
of occasions to study the attitude of the 
civilians. It was most disconcerting to 
get on a bus or street car and be greeted 
with a stare or remark such as, “You 
have a camp. Why don’t you’ stay 
there?”, or, “This is a war plant bus; 
you’re not supposed to ride.” I can see 
the urgency of the bus making its trip 
on time, but am I not engaged in a war 
industry, and are three days a lifetime? 

After standing in line for almost an 
hour and a half, I just managed to reach 
the steps of the Missouri Pacific Hagle 
train when the door was shut in my 
face. The car was loaded with civilian 
passengers, who were interested in their 
own welfare and not in that of a soldier 
who had only a few hours of freedom 
and who was to be back at his station 
at a specified time. It is much harder 
to explain to your company officer why 
you are late than it is to explain to an 

employer. 
- One soldier, who was endeavoring to 
reach his station and had but a few 
hours (fortunately, I had 24 hours left), 
asked a civilian if he could be permitted 
to ride with him in the reserved car. 

Staring sharply, the civilian cut him 
with, “I don’t know you.” 

When the soldier asked, “What would 
you do without fellows like us?” the 
civilian looked coolly at his vest and 
said, “I’m doing all right.” 

Incidents like this are no doubt 
numerous and a bit provoking to us of 
the armed services who are giving our 
time and efforts to the great cause. 

This was my first trip home in six 
months. I agree time changes things, 
but the uniforms cover men who were 
your friends and neighbors not so long 
ago, and putting on the uniform hasn't 
changed them.

Russia’s Autonomy Move 


There is no doubt that the Russian, move to 
grant additional autonomy to 16 states is just 
what Molotov claims it to be: Logical extension 
of Stalin’s program for giving greater freedom 
to nationalities “within the framework of the 
U. 8. 8S. R. Development of this policy can be 
traced from his 1913 article on “Marxism and 
the National Question,” and many public utter- 


- ances of the past few years. The multi-national 


character of the U. S. S. R. has always concerned 
Stalin, and his theories of self-determinism have 
been best expressed by his insistence that the 
right of free secession be incorporated in the 
Constitution of 1936, 

Under different circumstances, however, grant- 
ing the autonomy for foreign affairs and defense 
to eagh of the 16 Soviet Socialist Republics is 
a domestic change that would have waited for 
peace and reconstruction. For all practical pur- 
poses, the mechanical application of autonomy 


must wait until the Red Army is freed from the > 


task of expelling Germans. And, obviously, Mos- 
cow will continue to dictate over-all foreign 
policy. 

The move was made at this time for one or all 
of three immediate reasons: To consolidate So- 
viet claims to the Baltic states and that portion 
of Rumanian borderland taken from Russia 
after the last war and reincorporated in 1940 
as a part of the Republic of Moldavia; to facili- 


tate acceptance of such claims by the Western: 


democracies by granting these states a generous 
measure of autonomy; to settle such claims this 
side of the peace table, open the way for auton- 
omous negotiation of border disputes with Poland 
and dissociate Moscow from such regional action. 

Two long-range motives are possible. 


wealth status for each of its republics at the 
peace table, is suggested in various quarters, 
Henry C. Cassidy points out, in a dispatch passed 
by Moscow censors, that “autonomy of the re- 
publics in foreign affairs would give the Soviet 
the legal right to ask for multiple representa- 
tion” in whatever world councils are formed.

ested in the utmost application of collective se- 
curity, however, and will be most strongly influ- 
enced in hig decision by the willingness of the 
Western democracies to co-operate in a program 
free from power balancing or any attempt to 
promote European governments unfriendly to 
the U. 8S. S. R. 

The second /anticipatory motive might be a 
bid for Balkan affiliations, perhaps the actual 
inclusion in the Soviet Union of such tradition- 
ally friendly nations as Bulgaria. The Yugoslav 
Partisans have already formed a theoretical gov- 
ernment of semi-autonomous states, and the spe- 
cific recognition of the rights of nationalities to 
their own language, culture, traditions and in- 
stitutions is exceedingly attractive to such bullied 
minorities ag the Slovenians of Middle Europe. 

Immediate interpretation of the Supreme So- 
viet’s action, however, is that it buries several 
issues. Russia means to keep Bessarabia and 
Northern Bukovina. The same is true ‘of the 


' Karelo-Finnish Republic, established in 1940 as a 


protection for vulnerable Leningrad and safe pas- 
sage through the Gulf of Finland to the Baltic. 
It is true of the Baltic states, added to Russia 
by Peter the Great as a part of his “Northern 
window,” made independent after the last war 
and reclaimed in 1940. Provision wag made for 
the addition of such republics in the 1936 Con- 
stitution, 

If there is uneasiness in London and Wash- 
ington, a revival of old fears and misunderstand- 
ings or the emergence of new ones, then the sali- 
ent fact is being obscured: Russia has hastened 
the evolution of a domestic policy as a signal 
to her Allies that self-protection comes first. 
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An Unreasonable Protest 

The objection of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union of St. Louis (AFL) to employment in this 
area of prisoners of war who are willing to 
work seems unreasonable in the light of the facts. 

In the case prompting the union’s protest, Ital- 
ian prisoners were used at a rock quarry after 
the War Manpower Commission had certified 
there was a shortage of labor for that kind of 
work in the locality of the quarry, near Pevely, 
Mo. The local union representing the regular 
employes at the quarry had approved the cer- 
tification of the Manpower Commission. 

The employer pays for the labor. at standard 
wage rates, with 80 cents a day going to the 
prisoner and the rest to the Government -which 
is feeding and caring for the prisoners. This 
procedure is strictly in accord with international 
agreements. 

There is no question here of the cutting of 
wage rates or the introduction of unfair com- 
petition with local labor. The employment of 
the war prisoners is temporary, it helps to 
maintain production, ‘in this instance of lime 
stone needed for steel making, and is beneficial 
to the morale of the prisoners themselves, Under 
the circumstances, employment of prisoners of 
war, instead of being destructive, is a contribu- 
tion to our war effort.

Two Angry Defenders of Precedent 


If Justices Roberts and Frankfurter prevail in 
their views on jurisprudence, as stated in a 
stinging dissent this week, there will remain 
little reason for the existence of the Supreme 
Court. Under their strange conception, the only 
necessity would be employment of a few capable 
law clerks who, when a Case came up, would 
delve for a while in the books, find the appro- 
priate precedents and announce a verdict. 

“Tendency to disregard precedents” is the bur- 
den of the two Justices’ complaint, No layman 
would dare denounce the present court as capri- 
cious, but that is just what is done by these two 
members. Certainly the case which brought 
forth their dissent is an excellent example of 
a time when there is need for a new precedent. 

The case concerned a seaman who sought com- 
pensation from his employer for injuries suf- 
fered when a rope broke while he was painting 
aboard ship. The majority ruled that the sea- 
man was entitled to damages because the appli- 
ance he used had proved “unseaworthy,” although 
proper equipment was available, On any basis 
of fair play, it was high time for reversal of a 
precedent that would haye made this injured man 
bear the full penalty of his employer's negligence, 
Yet Messrs. Roberts and Frankfurter, in their 
devotion to precedent, would deny him compen- 
sation, 

Precedents are essential guides in law, but they 
are not sacrosanct. As conditions change, and 
the temper of men’s thinking alters, there come 
new interpretations of law. Progress ig built 
upon a moving away from precedents, as the 
Supreme Court has often recognized when the 
dissenting opinions of one period become the pre- 
vailing views of another. 

Justices Roberts and Frankfurter are, of 
course, still irked by the fact that three other 
Justices (Black, Douglas and Murphy) parted 
company with them in the flag-salute case last 
year, and publicly admitted they had voted wrong 
the first time. 
has made the two dissenters forget a truth laid 
down by Thomas Hobbes: “All the sentences 
of precedent Judges that have ever been made 
cannot all together maxe a law contrary to nat- 
ural equity.” 
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A Victory for Conservation 


The fnsidious attack on the non-political Con- 
servation Commission so determinedly carried 
on by the foes of good government has been 
buried by the Constitutional Convention’s Com- 
mittee on Agriculture and Conservation. A re- 
port has been agfeed on by the committee, which 
will preserve the commission virtually in the 
form twice approved by the voters. 

This is notice to the greedy politicians that 
they must keep hands off; that they will not 
be allowed to destroy the scientific and non- 
political basis which the people have adopted for 
the conservation and development of game and 
wild life; that they must fail if they try to resur- 
rect their scheme on the floor of the convention. 
Burial of thjs lost cause is a happy event.

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Blood Plasma at the Front 


Turner Catledge, New York Times correspond- 
ent in Italy, has looked over the debris left by 
battles on rugged mountain-sides and along the 
beaches, and has been impressed by the fact that 
certain objects are nearly always found there, 
These are little piles containing two cans, two 
bottles and a carton bearing a label reading: 
“The plasma contained in this package was proc- 
essed from blood obtained from volunteer donors 
enrolled by the American Red Cross.” 

These discarded containers tell the story of 
what happened’ at the scene, the correspondent 
says. A severely wounded soldier, weak, from 
loss of blood or from shock, stopped at the scene 
and a medical officer injected into his body the 
powdery plasma contained in the cans, restored 
to a liquid state by the triple-distilled water in 
the bottles. The chances were around 97 to 3 
that another soldier’s life had beén saved, thanks 
to the people at home who give blood at the 
Red Cross centers.

“For lack of plasma, men die. To it they owe 
the gift of,Jife. Our reserves of plasma are being 
drained by the growing offensive which carries 
us forward.”

Weaknesses of Polish Policy

Clear case shown for Curzon Line but none for intransigeance of 
Polish exile government, writer says; pre-war Poland had sorry 
history of persecuting Ukrainians, Jews, oppressing workers and 
peasantry; it continues to play unrealistic, archaic power politics.

The Russo-Polish problem still continues 
to plague us. It is not easy to understand 
the intransigeance of the Polish Govern- 
ment. Its members write and speak as 
though they were stainless martyrs before 
whom the whole world should bow. No 
statement of theirs seems to take into ac- 
count either the history of their frontiers 
since 1918 or the record of their rulers 
since the Pilsudski dictatorship. All of 
us can see a case for a frontier which fol- 


lows the Curzon line in a general way. But | 


few see any case for a Poland which the 
provisional government in London quite 
obviously is unable to adapt to the condi- 
tions of the new world. 


It is important for all of us seeking to 
remove a misunderstanding by which Goeb- 
bels profits so largely to remember three 
things with regard to the Polish Provi- 
sional Government. 

Its pilots may be brave in the air and 
its sailors may do great work at sea. But 
its Government in large part is dominated 
by reactionaries. It has a heavy responsi- 
bility for the flood of vicious anti-Semitic 
propaganda. Its treatment of the Ukraine 
in the inter-war years was a tragedy of the 
first order, 
for supposing that the men who speak for 
Poland in London represent the millions 
who have suffered at Hitler’s hands, 


The Goal Was Sidestepped 


We are suspicious when, at the moment 
Vatutin’s forces move into the Ukraine, 


-men in London refuse to urge the under- 


ground forces to increase the difficulties 
of the retreating Germans. (The Polish 
Exile Government called on the under- 
ground to “co-ordinate ‘its action against 
the Germans with Soviet military forces” 
only when Russo-Polish diplomatic rela- 
tions were resumed.) For, after all, the 
first urgency is to overthrow Hitlerism,s 
To that, it is the duty of everyone, leftist 
and rightist, to subordinate everything. 
The Polish policy, negatively, so far from 
attacking Hitlerism, is a help to it. 


One cannot help remembering that Po- 
land at the time of Munich did not play 
an exactly progressive role. One cannot 
help, either, linking that role with the swift 
acceptance of the charges brought by Hit- 
ler of mass assassination of Polish troops. 
The conclusion seems irresistible that the 
dominating principle of Polish policy is 
hostility to the Soviet Union at a time 
when such hostility is particularly danger- 
ous. 


Few Want the Status Quo 


No one wants for a moment a Poland 
deprived either of territory or population 
to which she is entitled, but I imagine no 
one outside a small circle of rich Polish 
emigres wants to see a simple restoration 
of the Poland of September, 1939. It had 
an aristocracy as worthless as any in Eu- 
rope with large landed estates which de- 
prived the peasantry of a decent chance 
in life. The administration :-was honey- 
combed with nepotism. The condition of 
the urban workers was appalling and the 
hostility of its rulers to trade unionism 
vicious. It treated Polish Jews less badly 
than Hitlerite Germany, but not very much 
less badly, 

Civilization in Poland, in short, was a 
model of Ruritanian romance, The rich 
esquire, swaggering officer, wealthy mer- 


é

chant, the official who lent his influence 
to people of an appropri&te condition, these 
were the. men who governed pre-war 
Poland, 


It is not easy to be certain that the men 
who regard themselves as the legitimate 
Government of Poland differ very much 
from the predecessors. Beck (Foreign Min- 
ister Josef Beck) is no doubt gone, but the 
temper he embodied still has a large place 
in the mind of the Provisional Government 
in London, 


Provoke New Problems? 


The approach of the Polish Government, 
indeed, is a pretty crude form of power 
politics. For even those members of its 
Cabinet who are prepared to deal with 
Russia assume the right to take East Prus- 
sia in compensation. Yet we know that 
when the League of Nations held a plebis- 
cite there after the last war, 98 per cent 
wanted to remain German. While Poland is 
predominantly Catholic, about 85 per cent 
of the East Prussians are Protestant. 


The Polish theory of compensation at 
Germany’s expense would make a new 
problem about as ugly as any minority 
issue of the inter-war years. The reputa- 
tion of Poland in relation to minorities is 
not such as to make any detached ob- 
server feel confident that its rulers (if they 
are like the Provisional Government) would 
be capable of understanding and magna-~- 
nimity. The result of any such solution 
would be creation of a new national prob- 
lem which in the end would quite certainly 
lead to war. 


I think it is clear that in the light of the 
history of this problem since the last war, 
Britain and America must insist on Po- 
land’s acceptance of the Curzon Line. I 
think Poland is entitled to ask for military 
neutralization of East Prussia, ful] harbor 
facilities in places like Danzig and Konigs- 
berg. I suggest that Poland is making a 
grave mistake in putting all the emphasis 
on frontiers when the future of the world 
lies so clearly in political and economic 
integration. 


No Concern for Peace 


There is a kind of national egoism in 
the Polish Government’s approach to post- 
war problems which bodes ill for its fu- 
ture. It seems to look upon them in a 
feudal] spirit. It is as careless of the future 
of the peace as Bismarck was when he 
annexed Lorraine. It shows no apprecia- 
tion of the new temper which is sweeping 
over the masses of Europe and, one dares 
think, even the masses of Poland itself, 
It does not seem to know that peace de- 
pends on getting away from the concepts 


around which Pilsudski built half medieval, 


civilization. 


There are still too many notions in the 
Polish Government's mind which belong to 
the age before 1789. It must build its out- 
look on fresh foundations, and the begin- 
ning of wisdom is for it to realize that it 
can only survive by making the Soviet 
Union its friend, not enemy,

Long-Time Resident of Japan 
Writes of Its Enslaved People 


“My Life With the Enemy,” by Phyllis Argail. 
(Macmillan Co., New York.) 


A strikingly intimate description of the 
Japanese people, their ways of life, their 
history and their viewpoint, individually 
and nationally, is contained In this book 
by a woman who now lives in St. Louis 
after spending most of her years as a resi- 
dent of Japan. She also gives a grim fore 
cast of what may be expected of the Jap- 
anese in this war: 

“I have tried in this book to portray a 
people and a country which have lost their 
freedom; whose lives are circumscribed, 
are bound by fear; who pledge allegiance 
before they know what or whom they must 
obey. . . . They have surrendered them- 
selves, body and soul, to their god-Em- 
peror, that the world may be brought un- 
der his sway. They will fight until that 
ideal is achieved, or they will perish.” 

* * * 


Miss Argall’s message sinks deeper than 
most because of her obvious understanding 
of the Japanese people, a result of observa- 
tions that began when, as a small girl, she 
was taken to the Orient by her parents in 
the last war. 

Her observations cover a wide field, from 
a child’s wonder at paper houses that are 
cold in winter, a feudal castle across the 
river from her father’s house and the prim 
conduct of her childhood playmates. Later, 
as a mature woman, she wonders about 
such matters as the Japanese practice of 
selling daughters into virtual slavery so 
that sons may have educational opportu- 
nities. Still later, she dwells on Japanese 
arrogance and lack of understanding of 
things American despite an outward show 
of friendship. She encountered this as a 
reporter and editor of a pro-American pub- 
lication in Tokyo. 

There are some revealing stories of how 
Japan seemed at one time to be heading 
toward a Western type of social and polit- 
ical reform. Liberal Japanese leaders, Miss 
Argall recounts, were attempting, even un- 
til a short time before Pearl Harbor, to 
bring their nation to a friendly understand- 
ing with America. Their efforts failed, 
and military dictatorship prevailed,

In the latter pages, Miss Argall tells of 
her experiences with representatives of the 
Japanese Gestapo, who imprisoned her the 
day of the attack on Pearl HarDor and kept 
her in solitary confinement for six monthg 
until she was repatriated in the summer 
of 1942. 

Her inquisitors are described, not as su 
permen, but as somewhat confused serv~- 
ants of a military dictatorship, who just 
don’t seem quite able to take things in. 
They tried hard to be tough, but they were 
not very convincing, as Miss Argall saw 
them. Perhaps that is the happy note of

N THE town of Emporia in the State of Kansas there died on 
Saturday one of the most widely beloved Americans of our 
time. Yet for nearly 50 years he said what*was in his mind so 
that none could misunderstand where he stood on the greatest issues 
which have aroused our people; and again and again he was a cru- 


sader for his convictions. 


It was not then by hiding his 
opinions for fear of offending 
those who disagreed with him that 
he won and held the affectionate 
confidence of men and women in 
every walk of life and of every 
faction and every sect. 

ill White was loved because he 
did In fact give unto others that 
which they were then irfesistibly 
drawn to give back to him, and 
would have been uncomfortably 
ashamed not to give back to him. 

He liked them enough to enjoy 
them. He liked, and he had the 
eye of a poet to discern, that thing 
in each other man which, when 
all the tumult and the shouting 
- are over, is still the best thing the 
other man is and could be. And 
to this, because modern men are 


lonely in their souls and are hun- 


gry for fellowship, his countrymen 
responded, and they laughed with 
him at themselves and at him with 
themselves, and felt comforted and 
were made whole again.

His life is the proof that democ- 
racy is more than a method of 
government, and more than a bill 
of rights and more than the liber- 
ties and equalities of men. Itisa 
fraternity which holds men to- 
gether against anything that could 
divide them, It cools their fevers, 
subdues their appetites and re- 
strains them from believing and 
saying and doing those irreconcil- 
able; irreparable; inexpiable things 
which burst asunder the bonds of 
affection and of trust. 

Will White was a gifted writer, 
a shrewd politician, a fascinating 
person and something of a 
prophet. But what made him, the 
greatest single influence for good 
in the journalism and in the pub- 
lic life of our age was that he was 
an example of how a free citizen 
can be entirely independent with- 
in the community of his fellow 
men. 

He could not and would not be- 
come separated from them. He 
Was never crabbed, envenomed, 


‘men’s hearts, For they felt that 


fanatical, because he felt instinc- 
tively and knew by experience, 
that the community must go on, 
no matter who wins the argument, 
who carries the election, who has 
triumph and who the disappoint- 
ment, 

This is the positive virtue of 
which tolerance is only the nega- 
tive aspect. And this is the true 
patriotism of a democracy that a 
man should, as William Allen 
White did, love his countrymen 
along with his country.

All my life, since I first became 
aware of anything, I have known 
him and, like countless others, 
have leaned upon him as younger 
men do upon older men.

able to mankind. : 
Condemning the “blight of fixed 
ideas” which assumes that every- 
thing has now béen discovered and 
nothing new: under the sun re- 
mains, Dr. Lippincott declared, “in 
the United States we have had 
not one but at least half a dozen 
industrial revolutions. 
the threshold of another, which 
most of us have just. whe to see 
y ” : 


Since knowledge does march on, 
he added, and techniques by which 
new discoveries are made have in- 
creased in complexity, a heavy 
burden is laid upon. the investiga- 
tor to be more penetrating with 
his observations, much more ac- 
curate in his performance and 


tion of phenomena than was the’ 
case of his most gifted predeces- 


sors. 

Addressing his: listeners as the 
potential pillars of the society that 
is to come, he urged them to “gen- 
erate a better system of thought 
than the one enjoyed by your 
predecessors. You must become 
keener observers, more discrimi- 
nating analysts; above all, you 
must preserve a fluid mind—one 
that will not be clogged with stock 
ideas, obsolete, weather-worn fig- 
ménts of thought.”

EH. WAYMAN DIES, 


Succumbs Following Opera- 
tion—Had Been in Private 
Practice Since 1941. 


Edgar H. Wayman, former City 
Counselor, died today in St. Luke’s 
Hospital, following an operation. 
He was 62 years old, and had been 
in failing health for several 
months, 

Since leaving his city office in 
1941, Mr. Wayman had been in 
private law practice, He lived at 
5527 Pershing avenue, and is sur- 
vived by his wife, Mrs. Bertha 
Wayman; a son, Norbury L. Way- 
‘Man, two brothers and a sister. 

The funeral will be held at 2:30 


=| o'clock Saturday afternoon at the 


Provost mortuary, 3710 North 
Grand boulevard, followed by in- 
terment in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Mr. Wayman was admitted to 
the bar in 1915, and sought a 
Democratic nomination for the 
Circuit Court bench in 1930 and 
1932. In 1933 he was chosen As- 
sociate City Counselor under Coun- 
selor Charles M, Hay, in Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann’s first ad- 
ministration, Two years later Hay 
withdrew to accept a post in 
Washington, and Wayman suc- 
ceeded him. 

As head of the city Law Depart- 
ment, he handled the legal phases 
of the riverfront memorial park 
enterprise, the use of Municipal 
(now MacArthur) Bridge by some 
railroad lines; the city’s demand 
for removal of the riverfront ele- 
vated tracks; the 1940 smoke elim- 
ination ordinance; the Housing 
Administration slum _ clearance 
projects; questions involved in the 
police campaign to stop telephone 
transmission of racing news to 
‘bookmakers; defense of the city 
cigarette tax; and recovery of city 
funds tied up in a closed bank. 
The riverfront matters took him to 
Washington several times, usually 
with the Mayor. 2 

As Associate Counselor, he be- 
came president of the Public Em- 
ployes’ Welfare Association, which 
gave Christmas dinners for the 
poor and which was made a cam- 
paign issue by Republican speak- 
ers, who charged use of some of 
its funds for political purposes. 
Another “hot potato” which Coun- 
selor Wayman was obliged to han- 
dle was the question of city en- 
forcement of the State truck ordi- 
nance, suspended for a time and 
then resumed at the Mayor’s or- 
der. It was on his advice that 
the Mayor ordered discontinuance 
of daily broadcasts of Police Court 
proceedings over a local radio sta- 


on, 

At the 1939 session of the Legis- 
lature, he represented the city 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, taking over the work per- 
formed at a previous session by 
Robert E, Hannegan, then Demo- 
cratic city chairman, as city lob- 
byist. Following the change of 
city administration in 1941, Mr. 
Wayman was one of those consid- 
ered for appointment to the Fed- 
eral District Court bench.

other American Government, and 
now, two years later, by Argentina. 

By the step now taken the /Ar- 
gentine Government has recog- 
nized the force of popular opinion 
throughout the Americas, and 
shapes its policy so that it con- 
forms with-the policy of the West- 
ern Hemisphere. It is a salutary 


sign. 

It likewise demonstrates how in- 
herently right the decisions taken 
at the Rio de Janeiro conference 
actually were, If those influences 
then insisting that Argentina be 
read out of the American family 
of nations had had their way, not 
only would the Argentine rupture 
with the Axis never have been 
brought about, but hemispheric 
unity would not have been re- 
stored. The Americas would then 
have entered the postwar period 
a divided and not a united system. 

There is no government of the 
New World which has contributed 
more to the growth of a healthy 
and strong inter-American system 
and to the defense of the integ- 
rity of the Americas; and of their 
democratic institutions than has 
the present government of Mexico. 
President Avila Camacho and his 
brilliant Foreign Minister, Dr. Eze- 
quiel Padilla, have won the con- 
fidence of the peoples of the other 
republics. Dr. Padilla, in comment- 
ing upon the Argentine severance 
of relations with the Axis, stated 
that it would “insure that conti- 
nental unity which has been the 
goal of the Americas since the Rio 
de Janeiro conference of 1942.” 

That, it seems to me, is the par- 
amount issue. For without such 
unity the inter-American system 
could not undertake the great re- 
sponsibilities which lie before it 
in the years to come after the com- 
mon victory is won. Nor could it 
even long survive.

KNOW of no departmenf of 

medicine which hag made more 

improvement than the science 
of treating and training children, 
A recent book called Modern Ways 
With Children, by Dr, Eligabeth 
B, Hurlock (published by McGraw 
Hill Book Co,, New York), explain- 
ing the most up-to-date methods is 
therefore welcome. 

It deals not so much with the 
technique of physica] treatment — 
guch as diet, bathing, clothing, 
teeth! with the management 
of the child's mind and emotions 
in regard to such fundamentals as 

wth, eating, sleep, speech, hab- 
ts, discipline, clothes, etc. 

About one of the problems which 
confront many mothers—food likes 
and dislikes, Dr. Hurlock says: 

“Studies of f dislikes in ehjl- 
dren have revealed that vegetables 
and cereals top the list. Most chil- 
dren like meat, potatoes, bread, 
and desserts of all kinds; but 
when it comes to vegetables and 
cooked cereals, they revolt. In 
moat instances, urging the child to 
eat some food ‘because it is good 
for him’ or ‘will make him. grow’ 
is the basis of the trouble.”

“ANOTHER ’ OFFENSIVE fac- 
tor is the improper cooking of 
vegetables and cereals. Too often 
the flavor of the vegetable is gone 
and the taste flat because of over- 
eooking or the use of too much 
water. In too many households the 
cereal ig | , and the child re- 
volts against it not becayse of the 
taste but because of the texture.” 

“Now, a word about food that 
the child likes, especially his ‘fa- 
verite food,’ This is generally 
aspmething that he is given only on 
special occasions and then in small 
amounts, The child likes thie or 
that food not so much because of 
its taste as because of the circum. 
stances under which it has been 
eaten, If he were’allowed to select 
his own food, the chances dre that 
he would have no marked taste 
likes or dislikes. He would, in time, 
learn to dislike food that was not 
good for him, because of the un- 
comfortable after effects. The 
chances are also that he would 
sooner or later learn to like food 
that is good for him because he 
would feel much better after eat- 
ing it.”

HEN dim lights burn late in 

the night at @ lonely farm- 

house out on Bear Creek be- 
cause someone lies on a bed of 
pain, there's a doctor standing by, 
It is not like it used to be when 
a doctor couldn't be called because 
it would cost too much. Along 
Bear Creek and all over Cass 
County the farmers have doctors 
whenever there is need because 
they belong to the Cass County 
Rural Health Service Association. 
For 6 per cent of their annual net 
income, which Jast year averaged 
$21 per family, they have for this 
year all the eare that can he 
bought by the well-to-do at a far 
greater price. 

That is what is being done by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture here in the northeast 
corner af Texag to solve the prob- 
lem of medica] care in rural areas 
now and after the war. It is only 


an experiment, but if it keeps on 


succeeding as it has up to now it 
will be the anawer to the nation’s 
No. 1 health question—how to pro- 
vide medical care for poor farm- 
ers who can’t afford it under the 
system that has always prevailed. 
The new plan is prepaid group 
medicine. The farmerg like it. 
Seventeen hundred and sixty-eight 
of them, and their families, are in 


.@n it and there are 2200 on the 


waiting list. The doctors like it 
too. Every one -of the 13 in the 
county is in on it. It is a health 
epidemic which many believe will 
sweep over the land when there's 
peace again. 

The war had something to do 
with the launching of the experi- 
ment here. Health conditions in 
Cass County, with its 33,000 people, 
moat of them living on. the farm 
and timber lands, were bad. There 
were many draft rejections. A 
survey revealed that one-third of 
the boys found unfit for military 
service had infirmities that might 
have been prevented’ or checked 
in their early stages.

The 
farmers had not had any money to 
pay doctors and except in cases of 
antrenne necessity had not called 
them, So when the United States

families had to be refused hecause 
the Government allotment to help 
finance the plan could not include 
them. The Government had made 
@ grant of $96,350 to make up the 
difference for the 1842-43 year be- 
tween what would be paid in by 
the farmers ‘and what the services 
rendered them would cost under 
the scale of fees the doctors had 
agreed upon. These were $3 for 
office calls, $75 far a major op- 
eration, $25 for a minor operation, 
$5 a day for hospitalization, 60 
cents a mile, one way, for home 
ealla, $8 for tooth fillings, $1 for 
extractions and $1 for treatments. 

The doctors had figured that 
the average cost per family would 
be $50 for a year. The dues of 
the families, based on net income 
for the preceding year, averaged 
$10. That left 446 to be taken 
from the Government’ grant. 
When, on that basis, the grant 
was exhausted, no more members 
could be taken. 


So, with a membership of 2379 
families, the plan was put into 
operation. The setup didn’t in- 
clude a general hospital. There 
were two small private hospitals 
and two clinics, also privately 
owned. Care was taken to keep 
clear of anything that amacked of 
socialized medicine, The doctors 
were loyal to the American Medi- 
cal Association in itg opposition 
to that. There was nothing to 
impair the time-honored “family 
doctor” relationship which doctors 
are unwilling to surrender, Each 
patient had the doctor of his 
choosing. No bills were presented 
to the patients. At the end of 
each month each doctor submit- 
ted to the association a statement 
of the services that he had ren- 
dered and was paid his pro rata 
share of the association fund, 
after the bills had been approved 
by a committee of the doctors. 


It soon became apparent that 
the fund would not be sufficient 
to pay the doctors in full. Such a 
contin we had been provided 
for. he doctors had agreed, in 
that event, to accept such a pro 
rata as could be paid. At the end 
of the year it was found that the 
total charges of the doctors had 
been $116,400.75, on which §$78,- 
336.75 had been paid. The doo 
tors, however, accepted the situa- 
tion without complaint. After all, 
they had, in most cases, received 
more than would have been col- 
lectable under the private fee sys- 
tem. In addition, they had been

free to continue their private 
practice among the non-members, 
comprising about two-thirds of 
the county’s population. 

The records showed that during 
the year there had been 20,706 
office calls, involving service to 
20,100 persona, 1441 patients hos- 
pitalized for a total of 5193 days, 
440 tonsilectomies, 135 —*2— 
temies, 79 gynechological - cases, 
122 other operations, 195 confine- 
ments and 417 X-rays, and mileage 
of 17,019%. Theer had been 32,388 
prescriptions filled, with the pa- 
jents paying half the cost of the 
Dentists had served 3237 
patients, extracting 7359 teeth and 
making 4906 fillings. 

An analysis of the figures indi 
cated that the items out of line 
were the office calla and the hos- 
pitalizatian. The high cost of of- 
fice calls was attributable to the 
fact that the doctors had raised 
their fees from $1 to $3. The 
doctors, at the beginning of the 
second year, voluntarily cut the 
fee to $2. There was also reason 
to suppose that, with $5 a day as 
an incentive, there had been more 
hospitalization than was strictly 
necessary. The hospital feé was 
cut to $3 a day. A rule was adopt- 
ed for patients to pay in full for 
all drugs. 3
